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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102b as being anticipated by 
Martensson (5,553,125). 

As per claim 1, Martensson disclose a method of controlling a mobile electronic 
device (Fig. 1/no. 1) to receive text input, wherein detecting presses of no more than N 
keys of some number of keys, receiving input of most or all of the letters A-Z of the 
alphabet by, for at least some letters, inputting that letter in response to exactly two 
sequential key presses, wherein most or all of the letters are input in response to 
exactly two sequential key presses (col. 5/ln. 58-col. 6/ln. 18). 

As per claim 46, Martensson disclose wherein is N=6 (col. 5/ln. 58-col. 6/ln. 18). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Martensson (5,553,125). 

As per claim 45, Martensson disclose that inputting some of the alphabets 
required two sequential key presses but not two sequential key presses of different 
keys. However, such is notoriously well known in the art (where it is clear that such 
method of inputting a capital alphabet require a press of a "shift" key then a press of an 
alphabet key, such alphabet keys are disclosed above in Martensson) that the 
examiner takes Official Notice of such. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide such method, well known, to the communication 
device of Martensson in order to allow the user to enter capital alphabets. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 47 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 09/18/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

As per claim 1 , the Applicant states that, "Eight letters out of 26 does not qualify 
as "most" of the letters. In response to the Applicant, base on what does the Applicant 
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can quantify that eight out of 26 does not qualify as "most". Therefore, given the 
broadest interpretation, Martensson stills read on the claimed limitation, "most of the 
letters are input in response to exactly two sequential key presses", of the instant 
invention..
